ILLEG] FROM "[ILLEG] OF INDIA": "AFGHAN STUDENTS HOLD RALLY 
AT SOVIET MISSION" BY A STAFF REPORTER - NEW DELHI SEPTEMBER 
20: "A GROUP OF AFGHAN STUDENTS TODAY HELD A DEMONSTRATION 
OUTSIDE THE SOVIET EMBASSY IN CWANAKYAPURE TO PROTEST 
AGAINST THE SOVIET SUPPORT OF THE KHALQI REGIME IN 
AFGHANISTAN. THERE WERE SOME INDIAN STUDENTS ALSO AMONG THE 
DEMONSTRATORS . 

"MARCHING FROM TEENKUPTI, THE STUDENTS CHANTED SLOGANS 
LIKE "WE WANT JUSTICE", "DOWN WITH THE KGB," ALLAH NO 
[ILLEG]". TWO STUDENTS CARRYING A BANNER WITH THE [ILLEG] 
"GOD IS ONE AND MOHAMMAD IS HIS PROPHET" IN PERSIAN FORMED 
THE VANGUARD. 

"WHEN THE STUDENTS TRIED TO HAND OVER A MEMORANDUM 
ADDRESSED TO PRESIDENT BREZHNEV BY THE "ISLAMIC ASSOCIATION 
OF PATRIOTIC AFGHAN STUDENTS," THE EMBASSY OFFICIAL SAID 
THEY COULD SEND THE LETTER THROUGH THE AFGHANISTAN EMBASSY. 

"THE MEMORANDUM NOTED THAT AFGHANISTAN AND THE USSR HAD 
LIVES AS PEACEFUL NEIGHBORS FOR 60 YEARS. BASING THEIR 
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RELATIONSHIP ON FRIENDSHIP, MUTUAL RESPECT AND GOODWILL. 
THIS PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE WAS SHATTERED [WORDS ILLEG] WHEN 
A GROUP WITH NO POPULAR SUPPORT WAS [ILLEG] IN THE MIDDLE OF
